to eliminate this is for the cities to do just what the state is' 
doing—demand a fair charge for service performed. If the! 
state can. build bridges and make those who use them pay,' 
for;the cost, then a city, once it has provided public improve-] 
ments, is entitled to ask the public to help pay for them.

We do not pretend that an airport would at this time! 


be a profitable investment for the City of Hope, but it would 
be a wise move for the future; and amunicipal swimming1 
pool could be made to pay for itself right from the start. A 
consolidated bond issue covering these items would prove to 
the world that-Hope is following the path already blazed by 
enterprising and ftir-visioned municipalities.
